Farmers who are the fathers of 
boys who are beginning to show some 
signs of restlessness on the farm, and 
an inclination to break away to the 
citi¢s or some faraway pasture which 
looks so green to them, should not be 
slow to seize the opportunity present- 
ed by the industrial unrest in all the 
larger centres of population and im- 
press upon the boys the many advan- 
tages which farm life has over city 
life. 

Life in our modern cities has degen- 
erated in the case of tens of thousands} 
of.men and women into a struggle to 
make ends meet, to try and secure a 
few of the comforts, decencies and} 
pleasures of life without going into} 
debt, to feed, clothe and educate their 
children and at the same time accu- 
mulate a little something against ap- 


proaching old age. 

To other tens of thousands city 
life has come to mean so many hours 
of toil in officé, store or factory in 
order to obtain the wherewithal to 
live and as much more as possible to 
spend in dissipation and pleasure, City 
life is warping the nature and destroy- 
ing the character of these young pceo- 
ple, and when it is too late they real- 
ize in bitterness of spirit that they 
have missed the true and beautiful 
things of life. 

Nevertheless, city life has wonder- 
ful attractions for youth, It would be 
foolish and a mistake )» shut ole cycs 
to that fact, or to attempt to minim-| 
ize it. Men and women, youths and} 
maidens, are social beings. They long} 
for friendships and comrades, Their! 
very natures demand recreation and} 
happiness. All work and no play! 
makes Jack a dull boy, and a dull ex- 
istance is never a happy or contented 
one, 

It behooves the farmer who has 
boys at home not to become so ab- 
sorbed in his farm as to forget that 
he himself was a boy once and had 
a boy’s longings. He should ever 
strive to retain and understand his 


boy’s feelings, and create conditions |/ 


on the farm and in the farm home 
that will lead to contentment and not 
discontent on the boy's part. 

The average boy will be satisfied 
and take an ever-growing intcrest in 
the farm if he is given an opportun- 
ity where by his own efforts and 
work, and by taking an active inter- 
est in the farm, he can accumulate 
something that he can call his own. 
It would seem to be wise, therefore, | 
to, as early as possible in a boy’s life, 
allot him a piece of land to be work- 
ed by him and the profits from the 
produce of which will belong to him. 
Or give him a calf, a colt, a pig or 
two, or some poultry, to be his own 
property and his special care, and the 
increase from which is his. 

And as the boy grows in years and 
strength, and begins to take the place 
of a man on the farm, he should be 
treated as a man and paid the rewards 
of his labor as any other man would 
be, and not be expected to work mere- 
ly for his board, clothes and lodging.

The farmer-father who forgets the 
aspirations he himself had as a boy 
and youth, and who keeps his sons 
working for him with little or no op- 
portunity to better theirjown condi- 
tion and accumulate pet aah for 
themselves, is providing’ not only an 
excuse, but a strong inducement, to 
the boys to leave the farm home and 
strike out for themsetves elsewhere,— 
too frequently, alas, away from the 
land altogether and in the less natural 
and satisfactory life of the cities. 

Stores of examples can be recalled 
where farmers with sons so failed to 
understand the psychology of youth 
that when they themselves approach- 
ed middle and old age not one of their 
boys were to be found with them on 
the land, all had drifted away into 
professions, or business, 
clerks and workers among the masses 
in the cities. Had these boys been 
given the chance at home, which they 
saw for themselves away from home, 
in a word, had they been afforded an- 
opportunity to de something for 
themselves, many would have been 
happy and content to remain on the 
land. And all would have been bet- 
ter off. 

In Western Canada, in particular, 
where it is so difficult to obtain suf- 
ficient and reliable farm help, farm- 
ers should*exert themselves to the 
utmost to retain the services of the 
best and most experienced of all such 
hefp, namely, their own boys born 
and brought up on the land, It can 
be done by a little encouragement and 
the providing of an incentive such as 
the boys find elsewhere. 

And in the years to come, as old 
age creeps on, the farmer-father will 
find his reward, and a great and sub- 
stantial one it will be, while as they 
grow up in manhood in the indepen- 
dent life of the farm and away from 
the strife and unrest and more and 
more intense struggle of the cities,| 
the boys themselves will be happy and} 
thankful, And in the larger sense, the 
whole nation will gain and be soci-|

Famous “Monument 
Left Unscathed 


May Have Found Special Favor In 
The Militant German's 

< Eyes 

London, England.—There is at Vil- 
vorde, near Brussels, a monument to 
the great Englishman and martyr, 
William Tyndale, translater of the 
Bible, On its low flat base are in- 
scriptions in English, French and 
Flemish, and the German invaders of 
Belgium, with their known propensity 
for vandalism, have had ample oppor- 
tunity during four years of occupation 
to damage or remove the monument. 
On the other hand, Tyndale, by virtue 
of his peculiar association with Ger- 
many, may have found special favor 
in the militant German’s eyes, 

William Tyndale was a native of 
Gloucester, but his sympathy with the 
new learning aroused suspicion, and 
he removed to London, Finding it, 
however, impossible to complete his 
traslation of the New Testament and 
the Pentateuch, upon which his fame 
with posterity rests, he removed to 
Hamburg and later to Cologne, and 
hence became identified with the Con- 
tinent. He began his printing in 1528 
in the very city which now forms the 
headquarters of the British army of 
occupation on the Rhine, 

Following the signing of the armi- 
stice, inquiry was set on foot as to 
fate of the monument, and it now ap- 
pears that it shows no signs of mate- 
rial injury. Owing, however, to the 
absence of any protecting fence, the 
inscriptions, which were lightly cut, 
have become very indistinct, and may 
have to be cleaned and regilt.

King George Declares That A Victory 
In Peace Can Only Be Won By 
Unselfish Co-Operation 

Leicester, England.—The King and 
Queen arrived in Leicester recently 
on one of the many visits to industrial 
areas contemplated by their majestics. 
In acknowledging the address of the 
townspeople, the King said: “In all 
our historic past we have experienced 
no such time of strain and stress as 
during the last five years, but by the 
blessing of God and the united and 
heroic efforts of our people, our coun- 
try is safe and our cause is victorious, 
To build upon the foundation of the 
past, a new order for our common life 
must be our task for the future. 
May we preserve our strength and 
renew those ideals of liberty and free- 
dom for which we have fought. Only 
by unselfish cooperation of all classes 
can we win a victory in peace as we 
have in war.” 

Finally the King expressed a de- 
sire to join with the people in the 
work of- peace as they had shared 
the anxieties in war,

. Lost City Discovered 


The Forgotten People That Once 
Lived in New Mexico 

“A lost city of 20,000 homes has been 
fourid in a great canyon barely forty 
miles from the city of Sante Fe, N.M. 
It is reputed to be the first known city 
of the Cochiti tribes of Pucblo Indians 
of the Southwest. The place is called 
Rito de los Frijoles, or Tyu-on-yi, and 
is one of the world’s wonders. Here 
in little caves in the sides of gigantic 
cliffs, dwelt the prehistoric cliff dwel- 
lers of America in communal dwel- 
lings that were almost immune from 
attack by cither man or the giant 
beasts of the stone age.

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Height Of Bird Flights 


The Height at Which Various Migrat- 
ing Birds Are Accustomed 
to Fly 

In spite of their difficult and exact- 
ing task, a few airmen have found op- 
portunity to observe and record the 
height .at which various migrating 
birds are accustomed to fly. Thus, 
from French-soldiers of the air it is 
learned that swallows have been ob- 
served to maintain an average altitude 
of 700 yards, and wild ducks one of 
1,800 yards, and that green plovers 
have been seen at a height of 2,150 
yards. Incidentally it may be men- 
tioned that the ducks were moving at 
a speed of sixty-five and a half miles 
an hour when flying upward and sixty- 
nine miles an hour when flying hori- 
zotally. Another aviator, when flying 
at 9,500 feet, saw swailows high above 
him, And another, who made his ob- 
servations at a height of 6,000 feet 
during a heavy bombardment, with 
anti-aircraft shells bursting all about 
him, says that he saw 200 golden plo- 
vers, perhaps driven higher than usual 
by the fact that the vicinity was an 
unpleasant belt to cross.

Mr. John Maclean, the “Bolshevik 
Consul” and strike leader at Glasgow,

eating), even when their efforts had 
been stimulated by the burning of 
their farms, 

“Tf they could (though they could 
{not) grow enough wheat, and rear en- 


lough cattle, to supply the working} 


‘man with bread and beef, they cer- 
j tainly could not furnish him with tea, 
| coffee, cocoa, sugar and tobacco, not 
jto speak of other trifles such as cot- 
}ton and rubber. But one need not 
argue against such absurdities in these 
| pages. Unfortunately, their full ab- 
surdity ‘is not yet apparent to the 
}younger workmen who have bcen 
brought up to inherit the Marxian tra- 
jdition, In that acute and suggestive 
book, ‘Law and Public Opinion in 
| England,’ Professor Dicey has pdint- 
}ed out that new political and econom- 
{ie theories usually affect the genera- 
tion to which they are addressed less 
than the generation which follows.”— 
Sir Sidney Low in Fortnightly Re-

Devastated Homes 


Once Rebuilt, They Will Need to Be 
Refurnished 

Paris, France.—Much is being. said 
just at present about the reconstruc- 
tion and reorganization of the devas- 
tated districts, yet no one is perhaps 
displaying a more useful activity in 
this direction than Mr. Morain, Pre- 
fect of the Somme. During the criti- 
cal and anxious hours of the fight for 
Amiens, Mr, Morain revealed a re- 
markable firmness of character, and 
he has now turned his_energy and 
organizing qualities to the great task 
of assuring the réconstruction of 
Picardy, which is under his adminis- 
tration. Whilst studying the best way 
of setting to work, Mr. Morain was 
struck by the undeniable fact that, 
once the destroyed homes have been 
rebuilt, they will need to be refurn- 
ished, and he conceived the idea of 
organizing at Amiens an exhibition of 
simple furniture and of all the objects 
necessary for the temporary recon- 
struction of a home, 

This idea was soon put into exc- 
cution, and the Place Longuevilie has 
been transformed into a complete vil- 
lage in wood, each building of which 
church, mairie, school, and farm- 
houses—can be taken to pieces, a fact 
which will assuredly greatly interest 
all the visitors. 

In the great hall of the fine old 
Museum of Picardy concerts and fetes 
will be held, whilst another large 
room of the same building is now a 
Theatre des Cabotins—the celebrated 
Punch and Judy show of Amiens — 
which is renowned in France as the 
Guignol of Lyons, 

The organizers of this exhibition 
have been continually hampered by 
the transport crisis, still extremely se- 
vere in France. Nevertheless, an im- 
portant number of large furnishing 
firms took part in this scheme, and 
each day Mr. Morain and his collab- 
orators found new adherents. 

This exhibition only comprises the 
products of French firms, which were 
asked to exhibit objects characterized 
by usefulness, solidity, cheapness and 
good taste. If they realized these 
conditions, the exhibitors were almost 
assured of doing an important busi- 
ness, for the Picardy peasants are for 
the most part well-to-do, and are quite 
willing to buy furniture, and also 
wooden houses, sheds, stables, and 
granaries, which will enable them to 
tide over the time until their former 
homes are rebuilt, 

The exhibition at Amiens will 
doubtless be appreciated as much by 
the inhabitants of the towns as by 
the peasants, for it will enable them 
to acquire, at comparatively low 
prices, all the objects they need for 
the reconstruction of their homes, 
whilst unconsciously obeying a gen- 
eral artistic direction which they 
would lack if left to their own de- 
vices, 


Smoother Ships For Speed 


Welded Ship Having Smooth Skin 
Can Carry More Cargo 

From the considerable amount of 
experience that has bten obtained in 
England on the construction of steam 
and motor ships with electrically wel- 
ded joints there is every reason to be- 
lieve that welding will become one of 


the standard processes in shipbuild- 
ing. By the elimination of rivets and 
riveting much material and a great 
deal of costly and tedious labor are 
saved. The welded ship, being lighter 
and having a smooth skin, can carry 
more cargo and make higher speed 
than a vessel with riveted joints. The 
welded joint can be made much su- 
perior to the riveted joint in compact- 
ness and strength. At present it 
would not be wise to have a welded 
vessel built by other than a firm of 
the highest repute, but there is no 
doubt that a first-class shipbuilder, 
using all the resources at his dispo- 
sal, can turn out a welded ship which 
offers more advantages, structural 
and otherwise, than are obvious from 
a first consideration of the problem.

New York—T he Associated Press 
issues the following: 

Failing. to secure a vote of confid- 
ence in the chamber of deputies in 
Rome, ona demand by Premier Orl- 
ando that) the chamber in secret ses- 
sion listén: to the government’s ex- 
planation} of its foreign policy, the 
Italian cabinet re signed, 

Such aétion probably will still fur- 
ther complicate the work of the peace 
conferenee, especially in  straighten- 
ing out the tangle that long has exist- 
ed as regards Italy’s claims to Fiume 
and the Dalmatian coastal regions. 

The vote of lack of confidence in 
the government was an overwhclm- 
ing one, being 259 to 78. Prior to the 
vote, the’ Premicr in a statement to 
the chamber had announced that the 
various e@dnomic and financial ques- 
tion concerning Italy had been solved, 
or were about to be solved. 

Rome,—The Italian government has 
resigned, ‘following an adverse vote 
against itsin the chamber of deputies. 

Premiet Orlando, in announcing his 
resignation and that of the cabinet, 
said King Victor Emmanuel had re- 
served decision as to acceptance. 

Prior to, the vote, Premier Orlando,

Feeding of Young Lambs Is a Paying 
Proposition 

The Dominion Experimental Farm 
at Morden, Manitoba, recently sold 
six lamps, weighing 380-pounds, at 
24. cents a pound, or an average price 
of $15.20 per lamb. The oldest lamb, 
which was born January 20, weighed 
over 80 pounds at the time of sale. 

This sale emphasizes what many 
farmers in Western Canada have long 
ago learned, namely, that the feeding 
of young lambs is a paying proposi- 
tion, yielding profits as large as in 
any other phase of farming in the 
country. 

The above weights were obtained 
without any special pampering. The 
mothers were very ordinary ewes, 
descended a few years ago from as 
poor a type of animal as could be 
found anywhere on the range. During 
the fall and winter they were given 
considerable pea and bean straw, to- 
gether with culled peas and beans. 
They preferred this to any other feed 
and thrived upon it. After the lambs 
were born the ewes were given a 
little bran, oats and ensilage, in addi- 


lambs soon learned to eat these feeds, 
and in thrée months reached the 
weights mentioned. 

This experiment is quoted because 
it shows what is possible along these 
linés, Many farmers have obtained 
as good or better results, and there is 
a good market for all the lambs that 
can be produced in this manner.

School Exhibitions
